The fee, which would be added 
to the current ASI fee of $111 per 
semester paid by students, includes 
$280 for the cost of the plan, $5 for 
the Health Center to help manage 
the increase in patients, and $1.99 
for administrative costs for ASI. 
This would include hiring a full- 
time supervisor to manage the plan.

After a student gradu- 
ates, they would not have the option 
to continue buying coverage from 
Sac State. 

The plan would make the Health 
Center the primary care provider 
for students, and would allow the 
health center to refer patients to oth- 
er doctors if necessary. 

“One third of students at Sac 


- State are uninsured,” said ASI Vice 


President of University Affairs 
Joshua Wood, author of the resolu- 
tion. “And almost half are underin- 
sured. CSUS Institutional Research 
also has found that medical prob- 


lems are listed as why 18 percent of 


undergraduates drop _ out. 

Currently, no university in the 
California State University system 
has a SHIP. The University of Cal- 
ifornia system has adopted a sys- 
tem-wide insurance plan. 

ASI has received letters of sup- 
port for the plan from the American 
Cancer Society, the American Lung 
Association, the Sierra-Sacramen- 
to Valley Medical Society and Cal- 
ifornia State Senator Deborah Ortiz.

Budget cuts 
force drastic 
CSU decisions

Thanks to the largest budget 
deficit in state history, California 
higher education now feels the 
pinch for cash more than ever be- 
fore. 

And that won’t just mean more 
tuition from students enrolled in 
the California State University: It 
means less accessibility for prospec- 
tive CSU students to enter Sacra- 
mento State and may mean less 
teachers and classes for current stu- 
dents. 

Faced with cuts of $345.2 mil- 
lion for its 2003-04 budget, the 
CSU Board of Trustees passed a 
fee increase of 30 percent in July, 
tagging an extra $474 onto under- 
graduate fees and $522 for gradu- 
ate fees for Sacramento State stu- 
dents, effective this fall semester. 
Students who haven’t paid the dif- 
ference of the increase will be post- 
billed. 

The increase came on the heels 
of a mid-term ten percent hike 
thrown at students last December. 

The budget cuts are also direct- 
ly related to the recently enforced 
enrollment caps placed on admis- 
sion for the 2003 to 2004 year, said 
Jim Chopyak, president of the Cal- 
ifornia Faculty Association. 

Sac State’s enrollment was man-

aged primarily through setting 
much earlier deadlines for students 
applying for Fall 2003. 

The set enrollment target for the 
2003-2004 academic year also 
meant turning away new student 
applications for Spring 2004 from 
first-time freshmen, lower division 
transfers, second bachelor’s or un- 
classified graduate students. 

More than 30,000 students ap- 
plying to attend CSU campuses for 
the spring 2004 semester will be 
denied, CSU Chancellor Charles 
Reed said. 

“Tt’s a big change from the past, 
where sometimes we would ex- 
ceed targets and would receive ex- 
tra funds,’ Chopyak said. “It’s been 
made very clear that we cannot get 
extra money.” 

Though overall enrollment has- 
n’t decreased, new student enroll- 
ment has decreased about 4 per- 
cent due to the enrollment strategies 
implemented, said Ric Brown, vice 
president for academic affairs. 

‘The primary reason to control 
the growth was to maintain quality 
and provide courses for students 
who are already admitted and en- 
rolled,’ Brown said. “Continuing 
enrollment is up almost 3 percent 
compared to fall 2002. We are re- 
taining more students,’ Brown said. 

Other cuts that may have limit- 
ed the number of hiring of part- 
time faculty and cut the number of 
classes are being researched by the 
CFA, which are hard to substantiate 
during the beginning of the semes- 
ter, Chopyak said. 

Sac State recently hired over

strong feelings about the chickens 
one way or another.”

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COMMON MANAGEMENT SYSTEM CONTROVERSY 


CSU continues implementation 


of CMS despite investigation

Amidst California’s budget cri- 


_ sis and the anticipation of Octo- 


ber’s gubernatorial recall election, 
the buzz surrounding the California 
State University’s controversial new 
$662 million administrative com- 
puter system has taken an extended 
summer vacation from the politi- 
cal spotlight. 

Common Management Sys- 
tems, to be used throughout the Cal- 
ifornia State University for the 
maintenance of business, person- 
nel and educational records, was 
the subject of fierce debate last 
spring when a state auditor revealed 
in March that the system’s develop- 
ment was plagued with budget 
overruns and _ inefficiency. 

In subsequent hearings, mem- 
bers of the state’s Joint Legislative 
Audit Committee criticized CSU 
officials for the university adminis- 
tration’s “arrogance” and called for 
the oust of CSU Chancellor Charles 
Reed. 

But months after the initial up- 
roar, it seems tempers have cooled 
and CMS is making quiet progress 
at campuses around the CSU sys- 
tem. Nearly all of the universities 
have implemented at least one 
phase of the software, and more 
than half — including Sacramento 
State — have upgraded to two of 
the three CMS programs. 

“T think that people recognize 
that you need to have some kind 
of a computer system,” said Ed- 
ward Del Biaggio, chair of Sac 
State’s CMS steering committee 
and the school’s vice president of 
administration and business affairs. 

Del Biaggio said that the CMS 
equipment that began operation at 
Sac State during the height of the 
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the administration to maintain re- 
sources that it did not previously 
have access to, such as an automat- 
ed human resources system by 
which campus administration can 
track and manage information re- 
garding new university employees. 

Sac State has also implemented 
the CMS financial system to assist 
its accounting procedures. 

CMS’ student administration 
program will ultimately replace the 
CASPER information system at 
Sac State, but budgetary and logis- 
tical constraints have forced the 
school to push the transfer back a 
year. Del Biaggio explained that 
work on the transition will com- 
mence in the 2004-05 school year, 
wrapping up in time for a 2005-06 
unveiling. 

“You can’t sit around and do 
nothing,” Del Biaggio said. “So 
you move forward and you work 
hard to implement the systems that 
have been mandatory to the cam- 
puses.” 

Bob Buckley, the Faculty Senate 
chair at Sac State, is less convinced 
of the computer system’s benefits 
— or its necessity. 

“The decision about CMS was 
a decision made at the Chancellor’s 
office,” Buckley said. “Individual 
campuses weren’t consulted on 
whether they wanted to do this or 
not.” 

Opponents of CMS have espe- 
cially denounced the program’s 
cost, which the state audit pegged at 
$662 million dollars — almost dou- 
ble the CSU’s original projections 
of $332 million in 1998. The most 
conspicuous criticism emerged 
from the bipartisan JLAC, where 
legislators promised a swift re- 
sponse to the indiscretion alleged in 
the audit report. 

Soon after the release of the au- 
dit, Asserhiblymemiber Manny Diaz 








(D-San Jose) introduced a bill that 
would drastically curb the universi- 
ty’s latitude in negotiating technol- 
ogy-related contracts. 

Diaz’s bill, Assembly Bill 491, 
would require feasibility studies 
and state Department of Finance 
oversight for computer projects in 
excess of $1 million. It would also 
mandate that university technology 
projects budgeted over $20 million 
be included in the annual state 
budget for review by both the Leg- 
islature and the governor. 

“This measure will force CSU 
administrators to follow similar pro- 
curement and approval require- 
ments that all other state agencies 
currently have to,” Diaz said in a 
statement released last week. 

Meanwhile, CSU administra- 
tors have argued against state over- 
sight of its technology projects. 
CSU lobbyists at the Capitol suc- 
cessfully pushed for amendments 
that they say soften AB 491’s effect 
on university autonomy, but CSU 
spokeswoman Colleen Bentley- 
Adler said more improvements 
must be made before the measure 
becomes law. 

“Between the UC, CSU and 
community college systems, we are 
the only one that is required to have 
that oversight,” Bentley-Adler said. 


“That’s just unnecessary.” 

Another bill written by Senator 
Debra Bowen (D-Marina del Rey) | 
would prohibit CSU, UC and com- 
munity college employees with ties 
to any private contractor from in- 
volving themselves in business ne- 
gotiations between the school and 
that contractor. 

Bowen’s measure, Senate Bill 
41, was conceived last January, two 
months before the CMS controver- 
sy ignited. But some in the Legis- 
lature note the bill’s uncanny timing 
— making its way through the Sen- 
ate around the same time the audit 
report cited a possible conflict of 
interest between CSU administrator 
David Ernst and CMS software 
contractor PeopleSoft. 

“We didn’t have a specific case 
in mind,” said Bowen spokesman 
Evan Goldberg. “After the audit, 
though, it seemed to be just a kind 
of harmonic convergence.” 

AB 491 passed the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee last Friday, 
the same day the Assembly Appro- 
priations Committee unanimously 
approved SB 41. 

Spokespeople for Diaz and 
Bowen say the lawmakers expect 
the measures to be signed into law 
by the end of the current legisla- 
tive session.

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A wave of change hits 
campus parking lots

Paying more for parking, cita- 
tion increases and holds on student 
records combined with less spaces 
and towing rumors make for an in- 
teresting equation of the latest prob- 
lem of parking. 

Student parking permits have 
reached an all time high at $108, up 
from $63 in fall 2001, increasing the 
cost of a student permit by 42 per- 
cent in two years. 

Parking spaces dropped from 
10,607 in fall 2002 to 10,251 spaces 
for the current school year due to 
construction projects. 

University Transportation and 
Parking Services Director Nancy 
Fox said in fall 2002 over 20,000 
permits were sold to faculty, staff 
and students. 

The recent increase for student 
permits was the last step in the two 
level system to gradually increase 
the cost, Fox said. The price of 
faculty and staff permits did not in- 
crease due to provisions in their 
contract. 

The revenue gained from the 
increase will be used to build Park- 
ing Structure If], which will house 
3,200 spaces. Construction begins 
in May 2004 and completion is an- 
ticipated for Fall 2005. 

“Tt doesn’t seem fair that $108 
will only buy you a parking per- 
mit, not a parking space,” said soph- 
omore Mae Mangompit. 


“Revenue must be built up to 
start construction,” she added. “The 
end result is not always realized by 
everyone who paid along the way.” 


Fox hopes faculty, students and 
staff will eventually pay the same 
fee for parking and be able to utilize 
all the available spaces. 

Permits are not the only differ-

ence for the new school year; all 
citation fees have increased $5. 

Fox said the increase is to cov- 
er the mandatory $5 per citation 
that is required to go to the new 
jails and courthouses in California. 
It is a state law that has been around 
for some time. 

In the early 90s, agencies were 
required to handle their own citation 
appeals, instead of the state courts. 
This is when Sac State became re- 
sponsible for handling the $5 pay- 
ment, but citation costs were not 
raised. 

“We can no longer absorb the 
cost,” Fox said. ““We are just pass- 
ing along the costs we have been 
absorbing.” 

Revenue from citations can only 
be used to provide alternate trans- 
portation, such as the Hornet Shut- 
tle, Fox said. 

Along with the citation fee in- 
creasing, holds will be placed on 
student records for outstanding ci- 
tations starting October 30, Fox 
said. This is to improve the col- 
lection of citation fees.

There were over 41,000 park- 
ing citations given last year, and 
currently there is more than $1 mil- 
lion in unpaid parking citations, 
Fox said. 

Even with all of these changes, 
parking continues to be an issue for 
those trying to get on campus. 

“T didn’t have to worry about 
parking last semester, because I 
lived in the dorms,” said junior 
Aileen Estrella. “But living off 
campus forced me to adjust my 
class schedule to make sure I can 
park.”

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GSUS plays host to recall

_ The nationwide buzz sur- 
rounding California’s gubemna- 
torial recall election will soon 
focus on the Sacramento State 
campus, where the top six can- 
didates for governor will de- 
bate Sept. 17. 

Lt. Gov. Cruz Bustamante 
and state Senator Tom McClin- 
tock, both of whom have gar- 
nered considerable voter sup- 
port in recent polling, have 
confirmed their participation in 
the debate. Republican Amold 
Schwarzenegger has been for- 
mally invited to the debate, but 
his campaign directors earlier 
this week to negotiate his par- 
ticipation. 

The 90-minute event is be- 
ing organized by the Sacramen- 
to-based California Broadcast- 
ers Association and will be 
moderated by CBA president 
Stan Statham. The debate will 
be held in the University Union 
Ballroom. 

“Sac State is a wonderful 
facility,” Statham said. “Com- 
ing from Sac State adds a con- 
siderable amount of prestige to 
something that’s prestigious al- 
LCMAY. os 

Statham also said that seat- 
ing,at the, debate will be by in- 
vitation only, with a limited number 
of tickets to be divided between the 
_ candidates, the CBA and the univer- 
sity itself. _ 
~~Sac State spokeswoman Ann 
Reéd said that the number of seats 
available for the debate will not be 
known until later this week, when 
organizers confirm a stage layout 
for the ballroom. 

Once a design is settled, Reed 
said, the university will have a bet- 
ter idea of how many passes it will 


«distribute — and to whom they will 


_ be distributed. 
While the debate will be avail- 





able for viewing on televisions 
around campus, Reed said, univer- 
sity administration will not cancel or 
dismiss classes scheduled during 
the event. 


Reed also added that she does- 
n’t believe the media throng ex- 
pected to converge on campus will 
distract teachers and students in ses- 
sion on Sept. 17. 


‘T think we can handle the me- 
dia crush quite well,” Reed said. 
“We should be able to handle an 
event like this with minimal dis- 
ruption.” 

ASI President Peter Ucovich 
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said that he had been waiting to 
hear about how students might be 
able to secure tickets. He added 
that he would like as many interest- 
ed students as possible to be al- 
lowed into the debate audience, but 
agreed that class schedules should- 
n’t be compromised for the sake of 
attending or viewing. 


‘Tt would be nice if professors 
were willing or understanding of 
students who want to partake in the 
process,” Ucovich said. “But it’s 
not necessary to stop or hinder the 
educational process on campus.” 


Ucovich said he sees the debate 
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as a good opportunity for Sac 
State students to familiarize 
themselves with the recall 
process, as well as with the 
campaigns of participating can- 
didates. 

The CBA has established 
qualifying criteria that welcome 
the top six candidates with sup- 
port from at least 10 percent of 
voters surveyed in statewide 
Field Polls. After Sept. 5, if 
six candidates do not each poll 
above 10 percent, then the re- 
maining debate participants 
would be selected through a 
poll conducted by Sac State. 

Statham mentioned that 
Gov. Gray Davis does not tech- 
nically count as a candidate in 
the recall, but that Davis will be 
given a 30-minute block to re- 
spond to points made during 
the debate. 

Among the candidates most 
likely to be invited to the de- 
bate, according to Statham, are 
Green Party candidate Peter 
Camejo, Independent candi- 
date Arianna Huffington and 
Republican Peter Ueberroth. 

Camejo spokesman Tyler 
Snortum-Phelps said that his 
candidate is eager to take ad- 
vantage of such a unique event. 

“One of the benefits of a 
big crowd is the wide-open 
view of political perspectives 
that are out there,” Snortum-Phelps 
said. “The great thing about this 
debate is to hear some of the per- 
spectives that the people think are 
important.” 

McClintock spokesman John 
Stoos said that the senator has long 
maintained an “anytime, anywhere” 
policy concerning debates, and that 
McClintock looks forward to the 
event as an opportunity to present 
himself in contrast to other Repub- 
licans in the race — namely Arnold 
Schwarzenegger.

100 full-time, tenured-track new 
faculty with a record-number of 
searches throughout the universi- 
ty. 
The laying off of teachers 
throughout the CSU has been rela- 
tively small, Chopyak said. Though 
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“(The fee hike) hits 
students whose 
retention rates are 
already poor: minori- 
ties and students 
whom work full-time.” 
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no layoffs for faculty have occurred 
at Sac State, part-time faculty may 
not be asked to return for the fall se- 
mester, essentially posing the same 
effects as a layoff, Chopyak said. 

“We can look at the numbers 
and see where we stand. It’s difficult 
for everybody, right now. Clearly, 
the impact for students is that they 
aren’t going to get some classes,” 
Chopyak said. 


The direct impact of the fee 
hikes on student enrollment hasn’t 
been substantiated, but overall en- 
rollment hasn’t decreased, Brown 
said. 

Though Sac State admitted 5 
percent more freshmen this year, 


cent. 

“Tt could be that more will reg- 
ister in the first few weeks of class- 
es, but it may also be that there are 
less costly options, like communi- 
ty college,’ Brown said. 

One of the main reasons stu- 
dents don’t complete their education 
is due to financial reasons, said 
Luke Wood, ASI Vice President of 
Finance. 

‘They don’t have enough mon- 
ey to cover everyday life expenses 
for themselves and their families,” 
Wood said. “(The fee hike) hits stu- 
dents whose retention rates are al- 
ready poor: minorities and students 
who work full time.” 

Jesus Millan, a junior psychol- 
ogy student who pays for his living 
expenses and tuition by working 
40 hours a week at Java City in the 
University Union, is among the 70 
percent of full-time, upper division 
students who work. 

“T was caught off-guard (by the 
tuition increase), Millan said, who 
earns enough money to barely 
scrape by. “I have to be a lot more 
frugal, these days; a lot more Top 
Ramen, less Cup O’ Noodles.” 

If tuition were to increase to a 
certain level, he said he’d have to 
stop coming to Sac State. But he 
said that he knows he’s paying less 
than he’d have to in other state 
schools across the country. 

“We’re getting a deal, but it 
doesn’t feel like it,” Millan said.

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in San Marcos. He set up meet- 
ings with faculty, administrators 
and members of the community 
for Gonzalez, Del Biaggio said. 

His job was to keep Gonzalez 
informed about the campus and 
to give him contact information 
while he was still away from cam- 
pus, Del Biaggio said. 

President Gonzalez’s transition 
into campus was completed when 
he moved into Sacramento. 

One of Gonzalez’s goals as 
president is to address the fee in- 
creases and the accessibility of the 
campus for students with finan- 
cial needs. 

“Currently over 14,000 stu- 
dents at CSUS receive over $100 
million in aid,” Gonzalez said. 

Sac State will continue to'‘em- 
phasize financial aid as a priority 
so as to help bare the burden of 
the increasing fees, he said. 

“It’s really incumbent on the 
state and the public to realize that 
we re in jeopardy,” Gonzalez said. 
“Tt would really be a shame if the 
next generation of college students 
wasn’t able to take advantage of 
the kind of education we offer 
here. My role is to make that very 
clear to everyone I speak with.” 

Gonzalez said one solution to 
the future limitations of attendance 
growth is to expand off campus 
and to be resourceful with the uni- 
versity’s existing funds. 

“We're going to be turning stu- 
dents away,’ Gonzalez said. “This 
is a real watershed for the people 
of California.” 

There also needs to be growth 
for incoming funds, as well, he said. 

One way to achieve this is to 
concentrate on fund raising by 


— 


strengthening current ties to the 
community, Gonzalez said. 

“Water pipes, technological and 
electrical connections, roofs, paint, 
walkways and all those things that 
we sometimes take for granted, 
must be in top working condition,” 
Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez also said athletics 
were an important aspect that 
needed to be improved through 
the offering of financial support 
to athletes in order to create a more 
competitive program. 

‘More needs to be done if this 
campus is to sustain a viable first- 
rate program at all levels,’ Gonza- 
lez said. 

He assigned a task force to re- 
view the organizational structure of 
athletic programs and make any 
appropriate recommendations to 
him within 90 days, Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez said it was important 
to help new faculty to be success- 
ful and productive at Sac State 
with the continuation of old facul- 
ty retirement. 

“Affordable housing, faculty 
development and faculty workload 
will be salient,” Gonzalez said. 

The president said it is impor- 
tant to look at the long-term plans 
as outlined in the strategic plan to 
‘better reflect the directions we 
will be taking in the future.” 

Gonzalez said he knew that 
everything he proposed could be 
seen as a “tall order,” but were 
feasible. 


Gonzalez, 57, was born and 
raised in Los Angeles, where his 
parents settled after emigrating 
from Mexico. He was the middle 
child of seven children living in 
the same house with one bathroom 
and worked in a cleaner’s during

“You have to have a passion 
for what you do, and law for me 
didn’t excite me the way I thought 
it was going to, whereas teaching 
psychology really interested me,” 
Gonzalez said.

He earned his master’s and 
doctorate degrees in psychology 
at UC Santa Cruz and began a 
teaching career at Fresno State. 

“T’m a psychologist, and Freud 
said there’s two things in life: Love 
and work,” Gonzalez said. “And 
I think you can do both... love to 
work with students, that’s why I 
got into it, otherwise I would have 
stayed at Harvard Law School and 
become a lawyer.” 

After being brought in to serve 
as the interim president of Cal 
State San Marcos, Gonzalez even- 
tually officially filled the position. 

Sac State’s opportunities to be 
the best and its accomplishments 
so far attracted Gonzalez to the 
campus for his next step. 





“T think the chancellor and the 
Board of Trustees were looking 
for someone who had the experi- 
ence and could come in and quick- 
ly move the campus to continue 
the work that had been done here,” 
Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez has already made 
headlines in his first months on 
campus. 

After moving here early in 
July, Gonzalez’s first introduction 
to the community was the pub- 
lished report in The Sacramento 
Bee concerning a $165,000 con- 
troversial remodeling of the of- 
fice of the president during a time 
of fee increases and state budget 
problems.

After paying for tuition, park- 
ing and new clothes for the school 
year, Sacramento State students ex- 
perience a drained checking ac- 
count. Then comes another big hit 
to the pocketbook: textbooks. 

Each year, American college 
students spend nearly $8 billion on 
textbooks alone, according to the 
National Association of College 
Stores. With 15.3 million college 
students in the U.S., the average 
cost per student for textbooks in 
over $520 annually. 

The average price of a textbook 
is $72.83, the NACS also said in 
their Higher Education Retail Mar- 
ket Facts & Figures 2003 report. 
The NACS also reports that most 
students take between three and 
five classes and multiple textbooks 
are often required for each class. 

College textbooks certainly are 
not getting cheaper, according to 


the NACS. 

In 2002, new college textbooks 
experienced a 6.5 percent increase 
in selling price. In contrast, the sell- 
ing price for all books in general 
rose only 3.7 percent.

campus demand, national demand, 
new editions, missing pieces, and 
faculty ordering of books. 

Buybacks are based on the 
amount ordered for either the fall or 
spring semester, according to Doris 
Gorin, Book Department Manager 
at The Bookstore. 

“We pay up to fifty percent,” 
Gorin said. 

However, if a faculty order for 
the textbook for the following se- 
mester is not in place, the amount 
offered drastically changes. 

“Tf we don’t have a faculty or- 
der,’ Gorin said, “then the amount 
offered would be from zero to 30 
percent (of the original book price).” 

The NACS reports that in the 
2001-02 school year, used text- 
books made up 14.9 percent of the 
total textbook market, down nearly 
3 percent from 2000-01. 


That decrease was filled in by a 
nearly 6 percent jump in the indus- 
try share for new textbooks, which 


made'up over 54 percent of the to- 
): tabtextbook market in 2001-02. 


The NACS says that 70 percent 
of national revenue for college 
stores comes from course materials 
— class kits, supplements and text- 
books. Insignia merchandise, com- 
puter products and school supplies 
make up a large portion of the re-

UTAPS has hiked its citation 
fees by $5 and increased its 
measures to squeeze the over $1 
million in unpaid parking cita- 
tions by putting holds on aca- 
demic records. 

Parking spaces won’t grow 
immediately with the hike: park- 
ing has actually gone down by 
over 350 spaces, while students, 
faculty and staff will be waiting 
for the 3200 spaces from Parking 
Structure IT in fall 2005, which 
aren’t even guaranteed for stu- 
dents. 

It’s unfair that the brunt of 


parking costs fall on students’ 
pocketbooks, rather than the fac- 
ulty and staff, who have first- 
dibs on their allotted spots plus 
uncovered student lots, while 
students battle each-other for 
space in their allotted lots and 
overflow parking, coming to 
campus hours in advance. 

UTAPS employees march in 
full uniform, citing permit-hold- 
ers and non-permit holders alike 
for measures as small as having 
the wrong daily permit, parking 
in undesignated areas or being a 
few minutes over the limit of a 
timed slot. 

So, how easy is it for students 
to get to class? 

Why is it that 20,000 faculty, 
students and staff have to vie for 
the 10,251 available spots? 


And why do only students 
have to suffer for the unpaid 
parking tickets, for which their 
academic records may be held 
for parking citations? 

Ways to limit parking spots 
and lessen prices for students 
can be to stagger prices for prime 
parking spaces, so people can 
get the spots they actually pay 
for. 

Traditional coin parking me- 
ters, lasting up to two hours, can 
be an option for the student late 
to class or the occasional visi- 
tor, or student who doesn’t want 
to fork out a parking pass for the 
one-day per week they’re on 
campus. 

When students, faculty and 
administration park, they should, 
ultimately, get what they pay for.

Orientation is not

to life at Sacramento State than 
the dry overview of academic 
requirements and quick stop tour 
given by student orientation staff. 

In addition to major classes and 
general education, you have much 
to learn about the ins and outs of life 
on campus.

At the southern tip of the second 
floor of the University Union there 
are six wooden benches nestled in 
a quiet sanctuary, three of which 
are laid with ample padding. 

While in the Union, stop by the 
Associated Students, Inc. Business 
Office on the third floor where Unit- 
ed Artist movie tickets are sold at a 
discounted price of $6. 

In case you are caught sneak- 
ing into a theater, ASI offers free 
legal aid to students by appoint- 
ment only. 

Unfortunately, they can’t help 
you if you receive a ticket from 
University Transportation and Park- 
ing Services. 

Parking on campus is, simply 
put, hell on earth. Not only are 
permits very expensive (up to $108 
from $63 last semester) but spots 
are hard to find. 


Commuters should know about 
the free (but very limited) parking 
located beyond the north entrance to 
the university at Newman Court 
and Carlson. There is also the strip 
of College Town Dr. at the southeast 
corner of the university which fills 
up quickly and is always lined with 
broken glass, so beware. 

There are a few education-re- 
lated items of great importance you 
should know that aren’t in the 
course catalog. 

Imagine your blood boiling 4 
years from now when Academic 
Advising informs you that you need 
to stay one more semester to com- 
plete a rogue requirement for grad- 
uation. This unfortunate situation 
is avoidable at the outset of your 
stay at Sac State. 

A well-designed class schedule 
can be rewarding if done with dili- 
gence and cunning. The best way to 
methodically check off each re- 
quirement is to take classes that 
cover as many of them at once as 
possible. 

For example, History 17A 
knocks out the requirements for 
Race & Ethnicity and American In- 


stitutions (U.S. History in Area D3). 

Make a game of it and see how 
many requirements you can meet 
with just one class. Think of it as ac- 
ademic bowling. 

Another trick for checking off 
requirements involves string-pulling 
and networking. 

One of the best things you can 
do for yourself is to make sure your 
professors know who you are. 

Go to their office hours and talk 
to them whether you have a ques- 
tion about a lecture or reading, or 
just want to chew the fat. Re- 
member, teachers are people too. 

Such time will make it easier 
for the department heads to use their 
discretion to substitute classes you 
have already taken for similar, re- 
quired classes you do not want to 
take or cannot take for some reason. 

Now that you have a leg up on 
campus life do not forget to fulfill 
another requirement: Have as much 
fun as possible.

Just, don’t 
kid yourself that you should only be 
angry; be an informed and active 
participant too.

Three second half goals 
give Hornets first win 
of the new season

‘Freshman forward Lisamarie La Vallee scored two 
goals in the second half and sophomore forward Kel- 
ly Law added < another to give Sacramento State its 
first win of the season, 3-1 over the University of Cal- 
ifornia, Davis on Sunday. 

The only scoring in the first half was from UCD 
sophomore Sita Kuteira, who scored on a header off a 
corner kick in the 12th minute, giving the Aggies a 1- 
0 lead. 

But the second half belonged to the Hornets. 

In the 53rd minute, sophomore Marissa Condren 
found La Vallee who scored on a floater to the corner 
of the net that tied the game at 1-1. 

It was LaVallee again in the 63rd minute. The fresh- 
man scored her second collegiate goal when junior 
Jenae Kee sent a well placed cross to La Vallee, who 
shot a header passed diving UCD goalkeeper Krystyn 
Lizak, giving the Hornets a 2-1 lead. 

In the 82nd minute freshman midfielder Maggie 
Murphy found Law, who sprinted by two Aggies and 
sent a shot into the left comer of the net, giving the Hor- 
nets a 3-1 lead and sealing the victory. 

“We stepped it up from our last game,” La Vallee 
said afterwards. “We got better runs off the ball and a 
lot more opportunities for our forwards.” 

Sac State opened its season on Friday with a tough 


2-1 loss against Navy. With the score tied 0-0 at half- 
time, junior forward Katie Eames put Navy or the 
scoreboard in the 65th minute. 

Among a sea of Hornet defenders, Eames placed a 
shot in the back of the net off a wild deflection, to put 
Navy ahead 1-0. 

Navy senior forward Stacy Finley added to the 
lead with a goal from the wing in the 76th minute to 
make it 2-0. 

Sac State fought back in the final minutes, In the 
89th minute, sophomore midfielder Linda Sanchez 


scored on a rocket from the wing, cutting the lead to 2- 


1. 

Another shot in the 89th minute, by sophomore 
forward Mandi Siller, missed just wide of the right 
post. 

“We started off slow and we didn’t get organized 
early enough,” Sac State head coach Karen Hanks 
said. “We battled, but our key players didn’t play well.” 

Hornet defenders had their hands full with Navy at- 
tackers and all the lucky bounces seemed to go Navy’s 
way. 

“(Sac State) did a good job of attacking our sets ... 
both of our goals weren’t great goals,” Navy head 
coach Carin Gabarra said. “We did well in possession 
and our back four played very strong.” 


Freshman goalkeeper Stephanie Shaw was im- 
pressive in her college debut, with a game-high 11 
saves against Navy, including several in traffic.

Apartment seeking in Sac

There’s nothing harder for a col- 
lege student to obtain than his or 
her own apartment... well, besides 
a degree in four years. 

Many full-time students are old 
enough to seek independence, yet 
young enough to stumble along the 
way. They face the age-old dilem- 
ma of finding an affordable place 
with only a part-time job’s salary. 

“(Rental) communities want 
you to have a monthly gross that’s 
three times the amount of rent,” 
says real estate agent Troy L. De- 
Pont. “Being right out of high 
school, going into college, (stu- 
dents) can’t go to school full time 
and work full time, and have that 
three times income.” 

The average rental price for a 
two-bedroom apartment in Sacra- 
mento is around $700-$800 a 
month. 

Fat chance of finding a bunch of 
co-eds who make three times that 
amount every month. Even with a 
roommate to help foot the bill, that 
kind of price tag can burn a seri- 
ous hole in anyone’s wallet. 

Gonzalo Torres, a sophomore 
family consumer science major, had 
a tough time finding an affordable 
place on a limited budget. 

“T would expect Sacramento to 
be inexpensive, but it turns out that 
it wasn’t,” explains Torres. “Lo- 
cation-wise, there were a lot of va- 
cant places available, but it was 
mostly the price I was concerned 
about.” 

Originally from Williams, Cal- 
ifornia, Torres moved from his par- 
ents’ house in Williams, California 
to live closer to Sac State, and the 
transition was anything but smooth. 
His newfound freedom came with 
new worries and more stress, even 
with a few roommates. 

 “T had a lot of responsibilities I 
didn’t have at home.” Torres said. “T 
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had to pay my own bills. I had to 
clean my own place. There wasn’t 
anyone there to do it for me. If I 
didn’t pay rent, it was going to af- 
fect me.” 

When young people leave home 
for the first time, they usually like to 
live it up, but the consequences can 
cost them dearly. 

“Set your priorities straight,” 
warns sophomore Sung Yi. “Pay 
bills first. Don’t spend all your 
money partying, and make sure you 
have enough money for bills and 
rent. It’s pretty easy to lose focus 
when you don’t live with your par- 
ents.” 

Even if their kids don’t live with 
them anymore, parents often re- 
main a part of their financial lives. 
Generally, parents who are home- 
owners with a really good credit 
history can sign an agreement to 
pay a portion of the rent. 

Having them co-sign helps light- 
en a Starving student’s load. Be- 
fore getting a place, a renter has to 
qualify, which involves having a 
good credit history and no prior 
evictions. Being too liberal with a 
charge card can put a serious crimp 
in a renter’s plans. 

I have (worked with) a few 23 
year old who’ ve already filed bank- 
tuptcy. That’s not good.” Said De- 
Pont. 

In some cases apartment owners 
will compensate for a potential 
renter’s deficiencies by charging a 
higher deposit, which, in many cas- 
es, the parents end up paying. 

A word of caution: after find- 
ing a place to call home, beware of 
rent increases. A $620 apartment 
can become a $690 apartment a 
few months later. 

“Once I found an apartment in a 
desirable area I felt safe in,” re- 
counts junior Shaelomena Jones. 
“I stayed there for about three and 
half months, but then rent started 
go up, even though there weren’t 
any eee made on the 
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property. Now it was really ex- 
pensive” 

When a student rents an apart- 
ment, he or she signs a lease, which 
is an agreement to pay a certain 
amount of rent money or a specified 
period of time. 

‘Once the lease expires, the own- 
obs are free to raise the rent. Jones 
eventually moved out and, luckily 
for her, she had someone watching 
out for her and a friend got her in to 
another place. 

“Tf you’re smart, you’ ll take the 
longest lease that you can,” said 
DePont. “I’ve seen properties in- 
crease $150. How do you fit that 
into your budget?” 

The off-campus housing office 
in the student union offers a lengthy 
listing of apartments in the Sacra- 
mento area, some of which are for 
low-income renters, or specifically 


Sac State students. 

The College Town Apartment 
complex, for example, is set aside 
just for hornets looking for a place 
to nest. However, the demand is 
high, and vacancies fill up quickly. 
Anyone looking for a single bed- 
room apartment there will be put 
on a five to ten year waiting list. 

The situation is about the same 
for other communities set aside only 
for hornets. 

Finding a one-bedroom vacan- 
cy is like finding a needle in ten 
haystacks, so it’s best to hook up 
with roommates and shoot for a 
double or triple bedroom set up. 
There are usually more vacancies 
during the spring semester, because 
enrollment is lower then. To get a 
place ready for fall, students should 
start looking right now or in the 
early summer.
